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Milton S. Maltz Named Honorary Trustee of 
The Cleveland Museum of Art 


CLEVELAND (March 10, 2004) —The Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) announced today the appointment of 
Milton S. Maltz, entrepreneur, media mogul and founder of the Spy Museum in Washington, D.C., as an honorary 
member of its Board of Trustees. 

Museum Board President James T. Bartlett said the institution “Welcomes Mr. Maltz’s wealth of 
knowledge and visionary leadership in both the media and museum fields, as well as his support of the Cleveland 
Museum of Art.” 

“We are honored to have Milton S. Maltz join our board of trustees,” Reid added. “He has already given 
us the benefit of his wisdom, expertise, vast experience as a founding member of two museums and a prolific 
entrepreneur.” 

Maltz not only founded the Spy Museum, but also was a leading force behind the establishment of the 
Rock and Roll Hall of Fame and Museum in Cleveland. He and his wife, Tamar, also founded the Milton and 
Tamar Matlz Museum of Jewish Heritage, slated to open in 2005 in Beachwood, Ohio. 

Born in South Bend, Ind., just before the Great Depression, Maltz began his career in media as a radio 
actor and writer for stations in Urbana and Chicago, III, from 1943 to 1951. In 1951, he earned the B.S. degree in 
journalism from the University of Illinois. After serving in the U.S. Navy during the Korean War, he worked for 
the National Security Agency in Washington, D.C. 

By 1956, the veteran founded Malrite Communications Group, Inc. and purchased his first radio station in 
Plymouth, Wis., for $9,000. He served as chairman of the privately owned company for 42 years until he solid it to 
Raycom Media Inc. in 1998. 

The Maltzes are longtime members of the Cleveland Museum of Art and have supported the institution 
generously. They have been Donor Circles members since 1986. Mrs. Maltz is a member of the Museum’s 
Accessions Committee. 

In addition to his support of the Museum, Maltz is an active citizen of local and national communities. He 
and his wife are founders of the Milton and Tamar Maltz Family Foundation and donate regularly to the Milton 
and Tamar Maltz Philanthropic Fund of the Jewish Community Foundation. In addition, he is a trustee of the 
Temple-Tifereth Israel, a trustee of the Anti-Defamation League, as well as Montefiore and the Cleveland College 
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of Jewish Studies (now the Laura and Alvin Siegal College of Judaic Studies). He also plays a leadership role in 
the Jewish Community Federation and with State of Israel Bonds. 

Currently, Maltz is utilizing his experience in the entertainment industry to develop unique entertainment 
projects around the nation. Along with his wife, the couple is playing a crucial role in the revitalization of the 
Playhouse in Jupiter, Fla. Formerly the Burt Reynolds Dinner Theater, the Playhouse sits on the Jupiter Campus of 
the Florida Atlantic University and is being developed into a traditional regional theater. The 500-seat auditorium 
was officially named the Maltz Jupiter Theater during a ceremony in Nov. 2002 and is scheduled to reopen this 
year. 

Maltz, who received the 1986 Harvard Business School Entrepreneur of the Year Award, also is a trustee 
of the Television and Radio Politcal Action Committee and a Director of the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame and 
Museum Inc. He is a former director of Key Bank.
